NARROW ESCAPE. 


Feet; Engine Stops. 
— • üÜUü:— 
Fish Falls to Ground and Hi 
Airship Is Damaged. 
Big Crowd Enjoys Events of 
Closing Day of Meet. : 


(By Walter Kinkade.) 

Gliding down to earth at a rapid 
rate of speed from an altitude of 3000 
feet when his engine suddenly 
stopped, Aviator Frank M. Stites, an 
amateur fiyer until two months ago 
when he obtained his NMlot's license, 
skilfully guided his Curtiss aeroplane 
to a safe landing in a beet pagch one 
mile southwest of Compton yesterday 
afternoon. He escaped without in- 
jury to himself and airship. 

The sudden descent was witnessed 
by Mrs. Stites, who sat horrified in 
the grandstand, and many of the 
twenty-five thousand gersons who at- 
tended the events of the closing day 
of the third international aviation 
meet at Domingues Field. Rollin L 
Van Houten, manager of the aviator, 
hastened to the scene ig an automo- 
bile and learned that Stites had had 
@ remarkable escape from injury. 

“I am going up for altitude and 


the meet closes,” were the parting 
words of Stites to his manager when 
he left on his trip. He soared away 
and was not seen until a long time 
efterward. 

It was after he had ascended to an 
altitude of 3500 feet and was com- 
ing down that the sudden descent oc- 
curred. Stites did not know what 
was the trouble with his engine when 
u failed to work, but after reaching 
the ground he learned that a piece 
of waste had clogged a pipe. He was 
using a Hal! Scott engine for the first 
time.

Rev. W. E. Tilroe, D.D., yesterday 
chose for his subject: “Why Are Ye 
Fearful, O Ye of Little Faith.” In 
his sermon at the Boyle Heights 
Methodist Church he said in part: 

“Of course we are not to confound 
fear with nerves. Some people im- 
| were as good as they 
/might be they would not be alarmed 
when startied, or grow paie at terror. 
As well might one say Jesus n ed 
not to be hungry in the desert, weary 
at the well, or thirsty on the cross. 
Nerves are human. The fear of the 
text is the kind that determines con- 
duct, an alarm that is deliberate, a 
terror born of unbelief and doubt. It 
is a fear that is needless and there- 
fore folly. 

“Of course, too, we are not 
speaking of fear simply as to physical 
happenings. There is more in the 
text than being easy in mind when out 
in a boat. The experiences of the 
sons of israel in the desert were ex- 
amples written for our admonition 
upon whom the ends of the world are 
come. Jesus healed men of their 
sickness that they might know He had. 
power on earth to heal their sins. 

“Bo here He stilled the storm that 
we might neither dread nor doubt in 
the tempests of the soul. 

“It might be said that fear ts folly 
because the occasions of fear are so 
readily at hand. Judgments are rare 
because they are so easy. Suppose the 
great God really cared to trush and 
destroy. His whole universe is a 
powder mill. A collision of planets 
would write ite epitaph in ashes 
Every man's life is at the mercy of 
any stray bullet or sharpened edge. 
or wandering microbe or fitful change 
of weather. A spell of Ifliness, a vis- 
itation of fire, a sinking ship, an un- 
faithful friend may wreck a fortune. 
That disaster is so relatively scarce 
when it is so easy ts evidence that the 
great God is at greater things. To 
drown a few unknown Galilean fish- 
ermen ts such a ttle affair. To 
write with them the history of an age. 
the immortal of a world, ts 
another matter. With a soul destiny 
of real and tremendous consequence 
before us, the pocket. ups and downe 
of our little lives on earth surely need 
not disturb as To quietly trust in 
God is not onlv 40 be good but wise 
and fear is folly.

In one of us it takes one direction, 
in another another direction, but there 
is in everyone of us here tonight, a 
power of sin more than we can meis- 
ter In our own strength. 

“Everyone of us needs a hiding 
place from the cunning and power | 
of the devil. Some people do not 
believe in the existence of a personal 
devil, but I do, first of all, because 
the old Book says so, and 1 have’ 
found that a man who banks on the 
old Book comes out ahead In the long 
run. The man who is too wise to be- 
Neve the Bible comes out behind. 

“We live in a day when we recog- 
nize only one or two sins, drunken- 
ness and impurity, perhaps. There 
are many people, peop ere tonight 
who have never touche. « drop of 
liquor in their lives, who are in the 
devils power, The devil does not 
get us that way. He is more likely 
to get us through some delusion. 

ere are strange delusions com- 
ing ur every day: Theosophy, badism, 
spiritualism, Christian Science, etc. 
What do they mean’? Why, they mean 
that there is a devil, very subtle, very 
keen, very philosophic, very profound, 
a being of great brilliancy, intellect, 
more than a match for you and me. 

‘‘Také for example spiritualism. You 
have read about it, and you say: 
‘There is no sane, Intelligent person 
believes in spiritualism.’ But there 
are many devoted believers in spirit- 
ualism, or, as they prefer to call it 
now, in the occult. It sounds better. 

“You may have been reading the 
ne pers the last few days about 
the trial going gn not so many miles 
away, and you said to yourself: ‘No 
sane, intelligent person believes in 
theosophy.’ That simply shows that 
you are not posted. There are men 
and women, one of the most fascinat- 
ing women that ever stood on public 
platform, who believe in it.

Several others completed the 
journey but did not make such good time.

In America “Cal” P. Rodgers made the 
coast-to-coast journey, to the great satisfac- 


tion of his countrymen. 

The deaths for the year numbered seventy- 
four—twenty-seven French (one woman, 
Mame. Denise Moore,) thirteen Germans, 
twelve Americans and six English. 

The certificates for the year numbered 
about 970, which practically indicates all 
the airmen of the world. France tssued 
600, eight of them to women; Great Britain 
issued 168, two of them to women; Germany 
133, two of them to women, and America 
seventy, three of them to women. 

In military airships France easily leads 
the world, but Great Britain's new esti 
mates set aside vast sums for the improve 
ment of her status in this respect. 


Inoculation as a preventive against ty- 
phoid fever has made wonderful progress 
within the past year or two. It has been 
adopted by the army for some time, and 
now Secretary Meyer has issued orders 
making it compulsory in the navy and ma-
